Agree on Amalgamation 


Lorne Stout, writing in a recent 
issue of The Family Herald and 
Weekly Star, says the final stages of 
several years of work have been 
reached in the long effort to amal- 
gamate the Alberta farmers organi- 
zations, Negotiation committee mem- 
bers of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta and the Alberta Farmer's 
Union have reached an agreement 
of a proposed constitution for the 
new farm group. and branches of 
| both organizations have been pro- 
vided with a copy of the agreement 
for their study preliminary to the 
joint convention to be held in Cal- 
gary starting January 11th. 

The terms provide for direct mem- 
bership in the new Association, to be 


|named at the first convention, by 


any or all of the members of the 
U.F.A. and the A.F.U. whose mem- 
bership was in good standing during 
the year prior to amalgamation, 
provided they are bona-fide, or re- 
tired farmers or ranchers. Member- 
ship at large is also provided to all 
farmers and ranchers on payment of 
necessary fees to the organization, 
but members-at-large will not have 
voting rights until becoming a mem- 
ber of a local. Women have the same 
membership rights as men under the 
proposed charter, which in addition 
provides for the setting up within 
the organization of both a Women’s 
and Juniors’ section, similar to those 
now existing in the U.F.A 

The Charter proposes an annual 
convention to be held each year be- 
tween the dates of November first 
and December tenth at Calgary and 
Edmonton, alternately, and leaves 
the door open to omer locations 
and times at the judgement of the 
Board, 

The province will be divided into 
districts, witha Board member to 
be elected for each district. The 
President and Vice-President will be 
elected at the annual convention by 
the delegates, with the Executive to 


consist in addition to these oflicials 
of the Presidents of the Women’s 
and Juniors’ sections and three ad- 
ditional members named by the 
Board of Directors from their num- 
bers. 

Locals of the new farm organi- 
zation may be established by any 
six farmers, women or Juniors, pro- 
| vided a senior member have the as- 
sistance and supervision of an adult 
| member. H 

The proposed constitution speci- i 
fically states that the organization 
shall be non-partisan in politics but 
may exert pressure on all political 
parties to secure its objectives, | 
which are: ' 

(a) to advance on all possible oc- | 
casions the interests of farmers and 
farmers’ co-operative organizations. 

(b) co-ordinate efforts of various 
branches of agriculture and promot- 
ing their common interest through 
collective action. 

(c) promote and secure necessary 
and just legislation. 

(d) achieve a_ relationship of 
price to ensure agriculture a fair 
share of national production. 

(e) contribute to a high standard 
of living for all citizens by promot- 
ing the highest production over a 
long period commensurate’ with 
sound agricultural practice. 

(f) promote social intercourse, a 
high standard of community life and 
study of economic and social ques- 
tions relating to agriculture and ci- 
tizenship, 

Preliminary to the joint conven- 
tion in January, the United Farmers | 
of Alberta will hold what may be! 
the organization’s final convention 
in Calgary in November, when mem- 
bers will be informed of action tak- 
en by the U.F.A., to segregate its co- 
operative. business, clearing the way 
for amalgamation and plans which 
have been made for the two farm 
organizations to effect their amalga- 
mation,

The first records of a national or scientific medical system

It is interesting to note that the sign of the ser- 
pent which is the hallmark of medicine, was also the Minoan 
sign of medicine, From Mesopotamia the Greeks learned a stan- 
Carcization of medical procedure, The Mesepotamians had for 
years been accumulating a treasury of observation on anatomy, 
(derived from the entrails of animals), to fortell the future. 
rom Egypt came the drugs of the Greek physicians. The basis 
of the Greek medical ethics can be traced to Egypt and many 
of the Gree k surgical instruments were Egyptian in origin. The 
Greeks also learned from the Persians and Indians, but— the 
amount and character of that knowledge we are not yet able to 
ascertain,

Penicillin Big 
Aid In Curing 
Common Cold 


CHICAGO. — Penicillin rust, 
inhaled directly into the nose, 
throat and lungs has cured sym- 
toms of the common cold in one 
to three days, three physicians 
reported. 

Their study, published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, showed: 

That a group of 169 common-cold 
patients treated, 42 per cent. were 
considered cured and 38 per cent. 
showed marked improvement. 

“These phenomena cannot be fully 
explained on the basis of the known 
properties of penicillin and need fur- 
ther investigation,” the doctors said, 
adding: 

“In many instances the penicillin 
dust seemed to exert a vasocon- 


strictor (shrinking) action of the 
mucous membrane of the nose and 
throat. 


Breathe More Freely 
“Patients stated that they could 
breathe more freely through the 
nose and the stuffiness and conges- 
tion of the acute rhinitis 


the nose) often improved 

ately after treatment. 
“Also, on occasion, the pain of an 

acutely sore throat was ameliorated 


in one-half hour to one hour after 
treatment.” 

Pending further study, the re- 
searchers are assumipg that the 


penicillin dust attacks not the virus 
that causes the cold, but the bac- 
teria that prolongs it. 

Penicillin has proved a 
weapon against some bacteria, but 
has not proved itself effective, to 
date, against the tiny virus that in- 
vades the human cells. 

However, penicillin dust inhala- 
tions multiply by many times the 
concentration of the drug that can 
be brought directly to the site of 
respiratory infections. One purpose 
of further studies will be to deter- 
mine whether heavy doses of peni- 
cillin actually affect the virus itself. 

In the inhalation treatment, pa- 
tients merely breathe in the dust 
through a mask one to three times 
daily. Three to six minutes are re- 
quired for each does and patients 
can go about theif business without 
loss of time and with minimum ex- 
pense. 

The study of penicillin treatments 
of various respiratory tract infec- 
tions was conducted by Dr. Louis 
Krasno of the Department of Clini- 
cal Science’ of the. University of Il- 
linois Medical School; Dr. Paul S. 
Rhoads and Dr. Mary Karp of the 
Northwestern University Medical 
School, 

Dr. Krasno said in an interview 
that he would recommend the treat- 
ment for “selected patients” whose 
common colds had a tendency to 
hang on and develop into pneumonia, 
sinus trouble or ear infections,

Income Tax Forms! 


To Be Altered 


OTTAWA.—A new streamlined in-| 
come tax form—easy to look at and 
simple to handle—will be introduced 
to the Canadian public in 1949. 

This was learned recently from F 
Government authority who also dis- 
closed that the current simplified | 
form, a postcard-like document call-| 
ed T1-T4, is headed for the scrap-| 
heap, because of complaints and 
abuse by people who were not en- 
titled to use it. 

The new income tax document, 
still in its embyro stages, will be a! 
crisp, two-page affair, to be used by) 


the majority of wage earners in 
Canada, including fishermen and 
farmers. 


Thus, the current special forms for | 
Western farmers and farmers gener- 
ally also will go into discard. All 
those earning less than $3,000 a year 
may get the chance to use the short 
form. 

Although little is known yet of 
what the new form will contain, it 
is disclosed that much of the heavy 
legal wordage, which marked income 
tax documents in the past, will not 
appear. 

Likewise, long spiels about threats 
of prosecutions for infractions of in- 
come tax law will not appear on the 


short form, It will measure four 
inches in width and six inches in 
height. | 


For those lucky people who earn 
more than $3,000 a year, the govern- 
ment will issue a “T-1 general" form. 
It is not believed this will bear much! 
change from current forms in use 
for that income category. 

These two statements—T-1 short 
form and T-1 general—will be the} 
|main forms in use in 1949, covering 
}income earned in 1948,

Quality Of Feeds 


It may not be sufficiently realized 
by farmers that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment provides protection for the 
Canadian livestock and poultry feed- 
er through the Feeding Stuffs Act 
‘and Regulations. This Act is admin- 
istered by the Plant Products Di- 
vision of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture and in brief is design- 
ed to set minimum standards of 
| quality and chemical composition for 
all common feed stuffs offered for 
sale in Canada. 

The manufacture and sale of the 
| various feeds has developed into an 
jindustry of considerable size and im- 
(portance, For ex 


| totalled 1,585,782 tons with a selling 
}value at the plant of $80,286,107. 
; This does not include chopped grain, 
mill feeds, protein feeds and all 
other feed ingredients !which come 
within the scope of the Act and 
|; which would bring the total to up- 
| wards of 5,000,000 tons. 

This volume obviously presents 
sampling and testing difficulties, but 
all feeds are sampled and tested peri- 
odically. Last year some 4,480 sam- 
|ples were taken across Canada and 
|tested chemically for protein, fat, 
fibre and mineval content and tested 
microscopically for physical composi- 
tion. 

Many feed manufacturers conduct 
their own tests and most do their 
utmost to produce high quality feeds, 


but all will agree that the govern- 
ment supervision, through testing 
and the Feeding Stuffs Act itself, 


has tended to have a better type of 
feed placed on the market for live- 
stock and poultry consumption in 
Canada.

‘SMOKERS BLAMED | 
FOR ONE-THIRD OF | 


CANADA'S FIRES 


Smokers continue to be held re-| 
sponsible for about a third of all the 


fires occuring in Canada, according 
to the causes of fire tabulated by| 
the Dominion Fire Commissioner. | 
The value of these ‘smokers’ fires’ | 
was about 9 per cent. of the total 
loss. 


Official estimates place the total of 
smokers’ fires at 18,202 out of a total 
of 52,931, the monetary value of 
property destroyed in these figures! 
being $5.2 millions, out of a total of 
$57 millions. 

As usual most of these fires were | 
small, the average loss being $288| 
($183 in 1946, $130 in 1945). But it! 
is a matter of record that some of | 
the most serious fires have been} 
caused by smokers’ carelessness, let- 
ting lighted cigarette butts fall into 
chesterfields or piles of rubbish} 
| which quickly become ignited. 
| Fire prevention officials urge re- 
|peatedly that proper ash receptacles 
be provided in houses and business | 
places wherever people smoke, | 
| Stoves, furnaces boilers and smoke 
pipes continue in second place as the 
next most common cause of fire, the

Alberta Hilltops 


Indians Find Pemmican Edible 
After Being Buried 100 Years 


ALBERTA'S Indians still make 
pemmican, from the meat of 
deer, moose and elk, but they 
can't make it last as long as the 
“loaves” of pemmican buried on 
the hilltops of Alberta more 


than a hundred years ago. 
This summer, farmers near Butte 


found several chunks of the old 
pemmican on fresh breaking, and its 
description tallies identically with 
that of pemmican we found on new 
breaking in the Paddle Valley, about 
100 miles northwest of Edmonton, 
some 20 years ago, The pieces are

EDMONTON.—Edmonton's rugged 
climate doesn’t seem to be the best 
place for orchids to thrive, but Mrs. 
D. Wilders of the city’s east-end 
Highlands district has produced two 


one with a rare double blossom. 


shaped somewhat like a large loaf 
of bread, about a foot long and seven 
inches through. As a boy I had a 
collection of rounder “loaves”, shap- 
ed not unlike a round Christmas pud- 
ding. The pemmican was quite red 
inside, looking like dry raw meat, 
and there were white streaks 
throughout which Chipewyans told 
us was the tallow of moose and buf- 
falo. 

Indians near Rocky Mountain 
House, where this latest pemmican 
was unearthed, say it is buffalo meat 
which was pounded by the squaws 
into a mince-meat, then rolled tight- 
ly in hide and buried about a foot 
below the ground, where the Indians 
hoped to dig it up again if ever their 
food supplies ran low. 

Even the oldest Indians around 
Butte have forgotten how their fore- 
fathers cured this meat in such a 
way that it has remained fresh and 
unspoiled all these years, The secret 
of that curing process, they say, was 
lost slightly over a hundred years 
ago. 

The old pemmican is hard, but can 
be cut with a knife, and has been 
buried so long that the hide had 
blended with the meat. A hungry 
person could still boil it and obtain 
a reasonably fresh meal. 


Alberta Indians still make pemmi- 
can from wild meat dried in strips, 
with wild berries pounded into it. 
When dried in the sun, it keeps in- 
definitely, But even the natives are 
puzzled by the rediscovery of pemmi- 
can that has kept wholesome while 
buried longer than the oldest redman 
can remember.—J.W., in The Family 
Herald.

For Pincher Creek : 


the Sept. 4 Financial Post claims 

Canada as one of the world’s last 

oil frontiers. Western Canada ap- 

pears to be the main source of pres- 
ent potential output. 

The article calls attention to the 
Pincher Creek field saying it may 
emerge as a great field 
rivalling Leduc and Turner Valley. 
At Pincher Creek the initial Gulf 
Oil Discovery well might prove good 
for 20,000 barrels a day. An offi- 
cial of Gulf Oil has stated that 
Canada needs a pipeline to the west 
coast if she is to cash in on oil pos- 
sibilities. 

A leading P.S. authority is quoted 
as saying that within a decade 
Canada will be one of the world’s 
major exporters of oil. Its oil career 
is just starting. Every American oil 
company of any size is now parti- 
cipating in the search for oil in 

| western Canada, : 

| ‘The prairie and sub-arctic belt of 
favorable sedimentary rock is over 
500,000 square miles. That area today 
is yielding over 37,000 barrels a day, 
about 14 per cent of national re- 
quirements, 

Prairie output is still unable to 
fill prairie demand but that outpul 
has doubled in the last year, and 
drilling of wells on proved acreage 
ig proceeding faster than ever be- 
fore. 

The Leduc field turning out 20,- 
500 barrels daily now has doubled 
the daily output of Turner Valley, 
yet is is scarcely 1% years old.

mean a total of 500 million barrels. 
But local producers say that pres- 
ent freight rates keep Lloydmin- 
ster crude from moving as far as 
Regina. Given a favorable freight 
rate Lloydminster crude could sell 
from Vancouver to Port Arthur.

Virtually all the industrial build- 
ings constructed or financed directly 
by the Crown during the war have 
now been disposed of permanently 
or temporarily.

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‘Remember The Sabbath 
And Keep It Holy’’ 


“Why is it that some years ago, 
when we all had less leisure time, 
the Sabbath was more highly re- 
spected than it is today? Maybe you 
will not agree that we have lost any 
of our regard for the Lord’s Day. 

On my way to Sunday School to- 
day I made a number of  obser- 
vations. First, I saw three boats in 
our river with fishermen apparent- 
ly enjoying the Sabbath by fishing. 
Second, on the road, I saw truckers 
who hdd pulled aside with loads 
of peaches, cantaloupes, etc., which 
they were selling. I saw a man paint- 
ing his house and a woman work- 
ing in her garden; another man 
was polishing his car. Had my path 
led far enough # would have been 
easy to see golfers on the course, 
baseball games on the diamond, and 
family picnics at the resorts! 

Asa lad I do not recall ever hav- 
ing seen any such things. You know 
all the arguments by folks who do 
everything but go to church on Sun- 
day—they are busy all week and 
need recreation and the only time 
they have is on Sunday. I never dia 
fall for this argument. 

The only thing I know is that 
God said, “Remember the Sabbath 
day and keep it holy.” He further 
enumerated certain things we should 
not do on the Sabbath and in so say- 
ing laid down a pattern for us to 
follow. I am convinced that if we 
break the law we must pay the pen- 
alty. I may ignore the law of gravity 
and jump out of a ten-story window 
but if I do I will break my neck. 
Just so when we break God’s laws, 
we will suffer the consequences! 

So I ask myself this question, how 
is the breakdown of our Sabbath to- 
day affecting us? I could not lay my 
hands on the answer. What is the 
penalty for breaking this law? Per- 
haps the most evident is our moral 
decay. We are robbing God, too! It 
is His Sabbath we are failing to 
keep! Yes, it is a Sabbath given to 
us. It’s His time we are using for 
our own pleasure. If you want to 
know what blessing we may enjoy 
by keeping the Sabbath holy, then 
read Isaiah 58: 13-14. 

Frankly, this problem is too great 
for me to analyse but I raise it be- 
cause I am alarmed at what it may 
cost us. What do you think?” 


WHEAT CROP ESTIMATED

The 1948 wheat crop for all Can- 
ada is estimated at 372,000,000 bu- 
shels, the bureau of statistics has 
announced.

RICHMOND, Va. — When Mrs. 
Marjorie Bottimore dangles a bright 
red rattle in front of a baby, she's 
not trying to amuse him. 

She is trying to find out what kind 
of fellow he’s likely to be when he 
| grows up. 

Mrs. Bottimore_is a psychologist. 
She tests all of the babies taken 
care of by the Children’s Home So- 
ciety of Virginia who are being pre- 
pared for adoption. 

She uses several ordinary-looking 
objects to test the babies, In fact, 
about everything she uses may be 
found in any baby’s play pen. They 
include a rattle, a building block, a 
tin cup, and even the baby’s own 
hands and feet. 

Mrs. Bottimore explained that the 
eight-week-old baby should look at 
the psychologist directly—and with 
his eyes focused. His facial expres- 
sion should change when a little bell 
is rung. 

At 16 weeks, the baby should 
reach for anything put within his 
grasp. He should do a lot of cooing 
and laughing, and be very absorbed 
with his hands. 

At 24 weeks, he should be trying 
to pick up everything in sight, and 
to put his feet in his mouth. He 
should also begin to move his thumb 
and fingers in a flexing motion at 
that age, and to turn his head to- 
ward the bell when it is rung. 


That is also the “da-da” stage, 
when the baby is trying to express 
himself. 

Mrs. Bottimore said the “banging 
stage” comes at 36 weeks, The baby 
should be throwing things, dropping 
everything he picks up just to hear 
it drop, and to clap two blocks to- 
gether in his hands. 

When he is 40 weeks old, the baby 
should be doing the ‘“‘pat-a-cake” 
routine, and waving bye-bye to any- 
body who leaves his room, 

Mrs. Bottimore said most babies 
react in the same way to the differ- 
ent objects at different stages in 
their development. 

She said the tests have heen care- 
fully worked out by Dr. Arnold Ges- 
ell of the Yale Clinic. 

The psychologist said there are a 
few thrills in her business—for ex- 
ample, when an eight-week-old boy 
reaches for something instead of 
merely gazing at it.

It IS ENCOURAGING TO LEARN of the progress which has been 
made by medical science in conquering disease and prolonging life. While 
we hear a great deal about this battle against disease, concrete facts con- 
cerning the results which are @thieved are not always so well Known. Re- 
cent statistics published in Canada, show that the average life span here 
has been increased since the beginning of the century from 44 years to 66 
years. In the United States, life expectancy is at present 67 years, almost 
a year more than the figure for 1945, and nearly two years longer than in 
1939. One of the reasons for the rise in the average life span in both 
countries’ is believed to be the decrease in infant and maternal mortality 
rates which have taken place during the past few years.

is necessary to a child if he is to progress satisfactorily at school and it 
is apparent that attention to the health of our children will undoubtedly 
have far reaching results in laying the foundations for a generation of 
healthier and more mentally alert adults. In recent years more interest 
has been taken by the schools in the welfare of the pupils in matters of 
nutrition, dental care, mental and emotional problems and physical defects. 
While there are a great many other aspects to the question of improving 
national health standards, it is apparent that the school is one place in 
which much can be accomplished in building healthier communities and 
eventually further reducing mortality rates and increasing the average life 
span of the people.

Fire Losses 
In Canada 
Show Increase 


Although five of Canada’s 
nine provinces showed lower 
per capita fire losses in 1947) 
than in 1946, the Dominion as a 
whole recorded an increase from 
$4.01 to $4.53 per capita. 

The four provinces where increases 
occurred were British Columbia from 
$3.31 to $8.01, Manitoba from $2.62 
to $3.18, Nova Scotia from $4.11 to 
$5.46, Ontario from $3.96 to $4.53. 

The number of fires generally was 
lower than in the previous year, but 
a substantial proportion of the larger 
monetary loss was due to the in- 
creased number of large fires where 
the loss exceeded $50,000. 

These large fires numbered 155 
with an aggregate financial loss of 
over $20.2 millions, In 1946 there 
were 138 such fires with a total loss 
of $18 millions. 

Lowest per capita loss as usual 
was shown by Saskatchewan at 
$1.76. 

Second to Saskatchewan came Al- 
berta with a per capita loss of $2.59, 
conditions in Alberta being some- 
what similar to those in Saskatche- 
wan, although Alberta is more high- 
ly industrialized. 

Highest per capita loss was shown 
by British Columbia at $8.01, against 
$3.41 in 1946. Total losses in British 
Columbia at over $8.3 millions were 
swollen substantially by a number 
of large fires, one at Port Alberni 
amounting to $2.1 millions, another 
in Yale County to $300,000 and one 
in Victoria County of $272,000. In 
addition there were a number of other 
fires with losses of over $100,000,
